School Histories. , 

it is very lmprobehle that any adult 
person ever voluntarily perused one otf 
those dreary books denominated “School 
Histories.” It takes a bookselling inter- 
est,or aserious duty imposed by some 
school law, to nerve a human being up to 
such an exploit. Like the teat of walking 
one thousand miles in one thousand hours, 
it is a test of endurance never to be un- 
dertaken except fora considerable prize. 
That any member of a School Board has 
ever performed it is yet to be proved. The 
School Directors of the present day were 
not forced to study such books in their 
youth, and hence the facility with which 
they have yielded their children as vie- 
tims to the catch-penny enterprise of 
modern school-book publishers. The 
coming pupil will be freed from all such 
unprofitable persecution when the present 
generation of school boys grow up and 
take the places of their fathers in the 
School Board. 

These remarks will explain how the 
School Board of Louisville imposed a 
Radical book called Anderson's History of 
the United States upon the children of our 
Democratic citizeus for years. The board 
certainly had no political bias that way, 
and, knowing this, the people bore the 
book very patiently. But no sooner does 
the board adopt a new text book, written 
by one of our own teachers, than our Rad- 
ical friends make a great outcry. The 
name of a Southern History of the United 
States” offends them, and, because it does 
not write up the civil war from a Radical 
point of view, as ANDERSON’s did, they 
consider its adoption a great partisan out- 
rage. But the truth is that their sensitive 
loyalty feels persecution in every breath of 
Kentucky air, and they are utterly misera- 
ble when they cannot find a grievance.
